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World War II Vets to be Honored at Reunion 


The 1995 Augusta Military 
Academy Class Reunion will 
salute all its alumni who saw 
service in World War II. 

Association President Gary 
Nicholson, ‘70, said that “this 
50th Anniversary of the end of 
World War I] reminds us again 
of the terrific debt we owe to 
every son of Augusta who put 
on a uniform and defended the 
freedoms we all 
granted today.” 

At Saturday night’s banquet 
(May 6), tribute will be paid to 
all the Augusta soldiers, sailors, 
airmen and marines who went 
to war between 1941 and 1945. 

This issue of The Bayonet is 
dedicated to Morris Perrow 
Guerrant, ‘42, who was killed 
in action half a century ago on 
30 April 1945. Lieutenant Morris 
“Punchy” Guerrant won the Sil- 
ver Star for gallantry in the ac- 
tion that cost him his life. 

Many saw action 

Countless AMA graduates 
enlisted or were called to ser- 
vice in WW II. School records 
quantifying this patriotic com- 
mitment cannot be located, but 
everyone who attended Augus- 
ta after the War has seen the 
plaque in the arch honoring 
those who died serving their 
country. 

In the fall of 1945 and 1946, 
veterans of the War came to 
AMA and brought with them the 
memories and tragedies of that 
awful conflict. Many members 
of Augusta's faculty also saw 
service in the War. 

“We hope that every living 
WW II vet who went to AMA 
can attend this 50th Anniver- 
sary of Victory Reunion May 5- 
7,” said Nicholson.

AMA Sale Final 


Apparently, time has run out 
for Doyle Culbertson and his 
dream of keeping the AMA 
school property. A lawyer for 
Crestar Bank, which held AMA 
as loan collateral, said that 
closing will occur shortly with 
the high bidder in last Septem- 
ber's auction. 

Greater Ministries Internation- 
al, Inc. (GMI) of Tampa had the 
high bid of $345,000 and say 
they plan to use the AMA 
facilities as a home for the 
elderly. 

Culberston had filed two sep- 
arate bankruptcy motions trying 
to forestall the sale. He recent- 
ly claimed to have a Swiss in- 
vestor ready to make an “upset 
bid” which would top the GMI 
offer. The deadline for such an 
offer was February 24 and no 
bid was made. 

GMI plans to take ownership 
of the 21.9-acre AMA campus 
plus a 23-acre tract of land.

In Memory of Morris Perrow Guerrant 
This issue of The Bayonet is dedicated to 
First Lieutenant Morris “Punchy” Guerrant, ‘42 
Killed in action 50 years ago - 30 April 1945 
Winner of the Silver Star and the Bronze Star 


“Punchy” Guerrant was co-captain (with Earl Cabaniss, ‘42) of 
the CW Company his senior year at Augusta. He was one of the 
best boxers in AMA's sports history and an @b Astra. He went 
into the Airborne Forces of the United States Army in 1943. 


On 7 January 1945, Lieutenant Guerrant was 400 yards in advance of his 
platoon, infiltrating through enemy lines to carry information back on German 
troop concentrations. He made four 400 yard roundtrips through enemy fire, 
and without wire or radio communications, he supervised the pursuit of the 
enemy after their withdrawal. For his heroic actions, Lieutenant Guerrant 
received the Bronze Star 


On 30 April 1945, Morris Guerrant advanced ahead of his platoon scouts over 
open terrain armed only with a pistol and one hand grenade. Unexpected 
German fire scattered his platoon, but Lieutenant Guerrant continued to advance, killing two of the enemy and forcing the 
remainder to retreat. He then deployed his platoon and advanced alone over open ground and through direct fire. Mortally 
wounded, he continued to fire on the enemy until death. For this action, Augusta's brave hero received the Silver Star. 


In memory of MORRIS PERROW GUERRANT - and in honor of every AMA cadet who saw 
service in World War II - this issue of The Bayonet is thankfully dedicated.
